ORIGIN OF WORDS THAT BECOME A 


PART OF OUR LANGUAGE. 


Some Avo Ki»iicmeraT, but Other* Betalji 


Tholr I'upularllj— Various Culling* Con- 
tribute to This Worduiaklua* — Some W«ll 
Known £xnni|>le«. 
Slang. — A new word that lira no just 


roiUion for existence; upopnlnr but nn- 
nuthoviyert word, phrciso or morto of ex- 
prosaion; tlio jargon of some particular 
culling or class iu society. — Webstor. 


In otlior words, anything in tlio way 


of word or expression not ill tho diction- 
ary ia "slang. " When hy reason of long 
contiuncd popularity and general nscge 
it is doomed worthy of a placo in the 
textbook and authority of the language, 
it ceases to bo "slang. " 


It ia from the jargon of particuliu 


cnllinga or classee in society that the 
English language is slowly bat steadily 
enriched. The slaugpkraso first booomos 
dignified with tho term idiom, and then 
it creeps into tho new dictionary. 


Not all plong is destined to this 


npothuosis. Mnch oJf it is ephemeral. A 
grout deal of it is meaningless, silly or 
weak and (lies iu ita childhood. 
Actor 


folk aro given to tho invention of new 
phrases more or less expressive, but short 
lived. "Tho ghost walks" i*i ono of tho 
few instances of tho jargon of Btagelnud. 


Tho theatrical torrn of "makeup" iu 


now iu general nso an descriptive of 
oiiythingstrii; ing in personal adornment, 
referring to tho clothing aad not to a 
disguise or enhancement of cho features 
as originally. Song and dance men, 
acrobats, serio comics, sketch tennis and 
tho lower order of theatrical folk in- 
dulgo in slang that renders their con- 
versation almost unintelligible. For in- 
stance, soino kuochont artist was struck 
by tho similarity of tho words pardon 
and pudding, and to his bright mind 
tlw transition to "tapioca" was not dif- 
ficult, but thoro is no probability that 
tho expression "Eog yonr tapioca" will 
supplant "I b"g yonr pardon" in tho 
langnage of the polito world. 


Tho song and dance man may bo ei- 


cnsod in summer days of bankruptcy in 
calling tho man with money, willing to 
spend it for refreshment, an "angel," 
and this expression may in time creep 
into tlio langnagn, but f°r "10 present 
tho ancient tuna of "sucker" will fauf- 
fice. 


Circus slang v.'fis tho forerunner of 


the jargon of tho variety BMKO, mid in 
tho good days whon tho "gnslit city of 
tentb" wan planted npon every villagu 
gre^'ii tho circus folk had a language al- 
most their own. 


Tiio roots of thcirvomncnlnrworeth^ 


various parts of the tent and equipment 
of tho show. 
Tho boss of the hhow was 


called tho "main guy, " mid this expres- 
sion has to a certain extnitMii-vivod the 
decline of tho circus, and tho "main 
guj " is frequently heard of in work- 
shops. 


Tbo groat cattlo ranges of tho west

It originally referred to tho an- 


nual gathering together of tlie cattlo of 
various owners that they mi^ht be sepa- 
rated tor shipment. Today in tho busi- 
ness world it indicates an inquiry into 
tho afTaira of a firm or corporation ami 
has really tho Bignificanco of btoek tak- 
ing.

rl'hicrc3 havo ft gibberish so extensive 


ns to almost cun&titutou language. It is 
only understood among themselves and 
by policeinon, who aro forced to acquire 
tho knowledge of its meaning. Many of 
the terms that havo been in m,o for 
years aro roaJly corruptions of tho He- 
brew and had their ongiu among tho 
"foncoh" or depots for tho reception of 
stolen goods in London. 
This jargon, 


while continued for years, has never ob- 
tained outside of tho police and criminal 
classes. 


"Lost his grip" is a torso, patliolio, 


almost tragic term, conjuring up us it 
does tho story of wasted ambition, 
blasted hopes, ruin and despair, in all 
probability originated among lodge poo- 
plo. A man who had "lost his grip" 
was temporarily in a dilemma. 


From tho mining camps of tho fai 


west came "struck it rich, " which nov>' 
applies to any human success; "up the 
flume," signifying failure; "hard pan, " 
which means a solid paying basis; "po- 
torod out, "which suggests a gradual 
decline and final suspension of resources; 
"grnbstruck, " for assistance given 11 
new business enterprise on condition of 
a share in perspective or possible profit p. 
Bonanza has been a good Jinglish word 
for 20 years, and tho Ceutnry dictionary 
accepted it alqng with such words an 
"boom," meaning to manufacture sup- 
port and enthusiasm, and "hcnical, " 
meaning to coufesa and batray compan- 
ions. 


From 
tho 
railroad 
yards came 


"switched, " with the meaning of di- 
verted; "sidetracked," for temporary 
failure and suspension, the result of out- 
Bido interference; "ditched," as express,- 
ing ruin and collapse, and "widoopou" 
came from tho locomotive, which re- 
ferred to tho throttle and tho extreme 
of speed.

' Tho racu track has givou us "cinch, " 
lt4 moaning something settled beyond nil 
doubt or porndvautnre, A ciuch is a 
saddle girth, tightened by tho Spanish 
method of n complicated knot that will 
not como untied. Hence ciuch, or sure 
thing, cinched, or all settled before- 
hand, can't lose.

Tho third nietltocl of disposing of 


tho etc id ia bytxirning — cremation, 
as it is now called. Many nations 
Imvo practiced burning, tho best in- 
jitflnccs being the Greeks and tlio 
Jto?nau<j. 
Arnonp; tho Greeks both 


methods* vrei-e enHjltiyfic], liiirning 
and burying, but gradually bununfe 
crnno to IKS tho popular inodo, tho 
reason Ijeing that fire -was supposed 
to purify tho coloatial part of man 
by Hopnrftting it from tho defilements 


of Iho body"and tb.ua enabling it fr 
•wing ita flight to purer realms. 
Moro than the Greeks the Romans 
were devoted to tho process of ere 
motion, although in early ages they 
buried thoir dead. 


Cremation became general at the 


end of the republic—i, o., shortly be- 
fore tho birth of Christ. Under the 
emperors it -was almost universal, 
but it gradually disappears*! as 
Christianity gained sway. Tho Ro- 
man burial rites were very rigorous 
and voluminous. 
Tho ceremonial 


of a modern funeral is as nothing 
as compared with the Roman cere- 
monial. 


There were tho musicians, tho 


players, tho imitator (who person 
uted the dead), the images of tho 
deceased, Iho train of slaves and 
frocdmcu, the relatives, tearing 
their garments and covering them- 
solves with dust, tho funeral oration 
and tlio final obsequies at the pyre. 
This pyro was built in tho form oi 
an altar of four sides. On it was 
placed tho corpse upon a couch. Tho 
eyes of tho deceased "were opened, 
fcbo near relatives kisseil tho body 
w?th tears, and then, turning away 
their faces, they applied tho torch, 
whilo upon the burning mass were 
cast perfumes of myrrh and cassia, 
tho clothes and ornaments of tho 
dead and offerings of various kinds. 
At nu ofiicoj's funeral tho soldiers 
inado a circuit three times around 
tho pyre, tho ensigns reversed, the 
trumpets braying and tlio weapons 
clashing. If ho had been verypopu- 
lar, tho soldiers cast thoir weapons 
npon tho burning mass aa loving 
olTerings to thoir dead commander. 
Tlio tinliei were then gathered and 
put into an urn. Thus preserved, 
they were deposited in ono of tho.so 
tombs which still adorn the stalely 
roads of Rome. Often lamps worn 
kept burning porpotually in Ilia 
tomb', while flowers and chaplcts 
wore brought thither that tho dead 
might bo reminded of tho loving 
memory of the living.—J. U Long 
in Popular Science Monthly.

The aim is to furnish tho 
most complete, well cooked meals 
for Iho smallest possible sum, and I 
will givo as accurate a description of 
Iho plnco ns possible. It solves a 
problem. By an experience of 30 
years tho managers have rednced tho 
feeding of a largo number ol" people 
to a science, for 2,000 men, women 
nnd children secure a good, honest, 
square meal at tho Dampkjokkc daily 
lit the cost of iiljoni 27 ore per capita. 
To get atlliosmnll amoiint of cur- 
rency contained iu an oro we divide 
u kroner, C" 
1 crown, by 100. A kro- 


ner as equal to 27 1-2 cents of our 
money. Iheveforo 27 ore it, not qnito 
0 cents. The 1'ooJ, which usually 
oouhLstb of soup andfiJi and hash or 
siuvKigo, with broad and vegetables, 
is well cooked an<l clean, nnd a good 
large portion is hcrvefl lo each giiest. 
Tlio building i« a laigo two story 
fetructure, like a pvtlilic hall. 


The gvte.sts, niter pcruhing tho bill 


of fnve, whi(;h is exhibited lit tho en- 
trance, buy cheats at n Avindow. As 
thi-y pass up they enter either tlio 
first floor or the second floor hall, ns 
ihey prefer. They then make for a 
convenient window or passageway 
which leads to the pantry. From 
1his are handed plutes, 
knives 


spoons mid forks, together with por- 
tions of soup and rood. 


Guests tnko their seats at a long 


table. On this table aro salt, pepper, 
cruet stands, bread and decanters 
filled with fre^h drinking water, and 
the guests aio allowed all tho time 
necooiiiiy to enjoy their meals. 


There are no waiters—in fact, tho 


expense of running the institution is 
cut down to the .sni'illest possible 
minimum. Consequently every pen- 
ny saved goes into tho quality of the 
inonlh. About oQO can sit down in 
b> >th hnlls at onre. It therefore tal:cs 
nijnrly two hours to feed ihe usual 
atteudiuiL-o oE 2,000. 


At these odd dinners aro curious 


combinations of people—old men, 
ragged, gray and footsore; hard- 
working laborers and moil too sick 
to work; v>rink]e;l women down in 
tho world, fightin;; to live; shopgirls 
with clean, bright fiices, but who can 
ill nC'ord 10 cents from their pitiful 
wnges; women who have lost all by 
dissipation und drink, and boys who 
havo no homos; ficrec ftnarchists 
driven out of other countries and 
pitiable stowaways who havo just 
arrived from foreign ports. 
Two 


thousand, mado homeless and hun- 
gry by some cause or othor known 
only to themselves, nnd all looking 
with hungry eyes toward ono good 
square meal per day, thanking God 
for the Damply okko, 


Tho great bounty of thia institu- 


tion lies in tho fact that it is not a 
charity. There exists in tlio breasts 
of those who sit down to this colla- 
tion tho same independence us tho 
king enjoys in his palace, and they 
smack their hpu with tho satisfaction 
that they havo paid full valno' for 
what they havo received.—Chicago 
Post.

The islo of Man is only 33 miles 


long and 12 wide, s > that it is not 
great labor to get ovi>r it, and as two 
railroads run one north to south 
and the other east tu west yo^ can 
see how convenient it is to the? visit- 
or. 
Douglas, Port Erin, Peel and 


Earnsoy are the chief towns. The isle 
of Man, whilo belonging to the Brit- 
ish crown, is neither English, Scotch, 
Irish nor Welsh, but is a separate 
country, with a ho) no rule govern- 
ment and a language of its own, 
but yet with great 1< >yalty to the im- 
periul government and devotion to 
Queen Victoria, for everywhere you 
go you see pictures of the royal fam- 
ay.Tlio government u known as the 
"housoof keys" anil consists of 24 
members, elected cvury seven years, 
but 110 person has n voto unless he 
possesses real estate of the value of 
£40 or occupation »f tho vriiuo of 
£80 per year, and women aro also 
entitled to vote. Tlio court of Tyn- 
wald, presided over by the lieuten- 
ant governor, is cc imposed of tho 
council, which embraces tho bishop, 
attorney general, two judges, the 
clerk of tho rolls, v nter bailiff and 
tho vicar general. This council and 
tho house of keys ai a the active gov- 
ernment of the great isle of Man. 
Thcro is ono feature of special inter- 
est in reference to the laws, and that 
is that all laws passed hy the house 
of keys aro sent for tho royal assent, 
and whon that has b' en secured then 
the law must bo forr>ially road in tho 
English and Manx languages on Tyn- 
wald hill m the open air, whore the 
conncil and iho keyu united form a 
Tynwald court, bofc >re they become 
laws. This form of reading tlio law 
nt Tynwald is tho oldest btyle on 
record, was old in 1417 and baa 
been continued ever since. The 5th 
day of July in each year is the day 
of public proclamal ion of the laws 
passed by tho house of keys. 


The coat of arms! of this isle ia 


threo legs of a man in a jcirele. Tho 
motto translated reads, ""Whitherso- 
ever thrown, I shall stand." Tho 
Manxmen apparently ratlier enjoy 
tho tbrco legged crest, for every 
where you turn yoi ir. face, whether 
nt a feteaniboat, a railroad, a coac.h, 
a flag or on the windows of tho 
stores, there you see the threo legs. 


I had read of tho Manx cats wilh- 


out tails and thought it a joke; but, 
sure enough, (he cals hero aro with- 
out tails, and I saw several without 
that graceful niembi T. Somo ladies 
of our party v. ho had not seen the 
Manx cat were ratlier doubtful of 
the truth of our report, and wo had 
to accompany them to tho house 
where the c^it lived, and after a closo 
examination enino away believers in 
tho tailless cat. I don't think pussy 
is improved by the absence of thu 
tail. Somo people say this strange 
act of nature cxtc-uls to the dogs 
also. 


Tho Manx language, liko tho an- 


cient language of Ireland, is fast 
passing away, and in a generation, it 
will ho ono of tho dead languages, 
enjoyed ouly by scholars. I mot an 
old woman on the side of a mountain 
Boiling milk, cakes and ginger ale, 
and after asking soino questions 
nbont the locality I learned from her 
that tlio children wiro not leajiimg 
the Manx language, and that only 
the middle aged and old peoplo spoke 
it. Hho said her children only spoko 
(ho English. I was anxious to get a 
book in Manx, but could not find ouo 
in tho stores. Tlio old woman re- 
ferred to shovt ed me an old Bible in 
Manx, which 1 tried to buy, but sho 
said no money could buy her Biblo. 
It had belonged to he r father. —Rich- 
mond Dispatch.
